In Alberta there are at present 850 
branches where 16,000 children are 
enrolled under the banner of Red 
Cross - Juniors. 
are being trained in the ways of good 
health by various pleasant means— 
the health game, health play, health 
poster making, etc. Secondly, they 
are receiving lessons in citizenship 
by the training in the conduct of 
public business at their branch meet- 
ings, also by service to the commun- 
ity. Their principal service centres 
in the care of sick and crippled chil- 
dren in their own Junior Red Cross 
hospital in Calgary. Here under the 
best and brightest conditions 331 pa- 
tients from all over the province have 
received medical and nursing care. 
This hospital, the only one of its 
kind in Canada, contains 38 beds with 
a record of 12,083 hospital days for 
the year. The cost of operating this 
hospital averages $1.61 per day per 
patient. All monies received from 
Juniors are placed in the sick chil- 
dren’s fund and go to the up-keep 
of the hospital. A daily school is 
maintained where the ordinary course 
of instruction are taught, also spec- 
ial lessons given in handcraft, not- 
ably flower-making, when goods of a 
saleable nature are made by the pa- 
tients. 

Nowhere is the Red Cross of great- 
er service to the people of Alberta 
than in the outpost settlement where 
the small hospitals serve a wide area. 
These rural nursing stations serve as 
maternity and child welfare centres, 
they are invaluablo in time of acci- 
dent and sickness. Records show 
five cottage hospitals where there 
have been: 4,367 hospital days, 125 
babies born and 346 patients. 

In Alberta there are 20,000 collect- 
ing boxes. You will find them in the 
homes, in the banks, the business 
houses, in fact everywhere. Put your 
money in the box now. 

Your Red Cross appeals to the far- 
mers for a contribution of grain to 
assist the society’s work. Grain don- 
ated at the elevator to the Red Cross 
Society will be regarded as equivalent 
to membership fees.

SLOT MACHINE TEST 


CASE BEFORE THE 
COURT THURSDAY 


The life of the slot machine in Al- 
berta hinges on the outcome of the 
test case of L. E. Poulin, proprietor of 
the Havana cigar store, Calgary, 
which opens in police court before 
Magistrate Sanders, Thursday. Offi- 
cers of the city police secured evidence 
at the Havana store on Friday and 
Chief Ritchie stated Monday that he 
had applied for a summons to have 
Mr. Poulin before the court Thursday, 
on a charge of opérating a gambling 
device. 

The case has grown out of the re- 
cent amendment to the criminal code 
of Canada, in which slot machines are 
prohibited. The amended _ section 
came into effect on October 1 and all 
stores ceased operating the contriv- 
ances on and after that date. On 
Wednesday afternoon last the Totem 
Manufacturing Co. Ltd., of Calgary, 
installed a gum vending machine in 
the Havana store, as 2 means of 
testing the law on the point, and fol- 
lowing this action, the police went 
to Mr. Poulin’s premises and secured 
evidence by playing chips into the 
automatic contraption.

Nome, Alaska, Oct. 14—The skele- 
tons of four men, scattered about the 
ashes of their last camp fire, built 
ten years ago, have been discovered 
on the gale-swept shores of lonely 
Herald Island in the Arctic ocean by 
the schooner Herman, which arrived 
here yesterday.

ALBERTA PRODUCTS 
SENT TO MONTREAL 


Samples of sodium sulphate, secur- 
ed from the deposits near Minburn on 
the Canadian National, were shipped 
last week by Howard Stutchbury, 
trade commissioner, to the Dominion 
forest products laboratory at Mon- 
treal, where they will be used in con- 
nection with the tests of straw paper 
being made for the province of Al- 
berta. Something over a hundred 
pounds were sent east in the ship- 
ment from Mr. Stutchbury’s office. 
The use of the sodium sulphate in the 
paper making process is for bleaching. 

There is also being sent to Mon- 
treal, a quantity of bentonite, a fine 
cream colored clay, which is plentiful 
in some parts of the province. <Ac- 
cording to recent tests of bentonite 
it has proved to be a very effective 
means of de-inking old magazines and 
in one case, according to the Pulp and 
Paper Magazine, 2,500 pounds of old 
magazines were converted into 2,000 
pounds of useful newsprint by the 
process of de-inking. 

The tests in the making of news- 
print and other paper from Alberta 
straw are proceeding very  satisfac- 
tarily, according to word just re- 
ceived by Mr. Stutchbury, and it will 
not be very long, he believes, before a 
practical use on a large scale will be 
made of the process in the province,

PREDICTS MARKETS 
IN UNITED STATES 


That the wheat growing possibili- 
ties of western Canada still remain to 
be developed to the full, was intimat- 
ed by Sir Henry Thornton, chairman 
and president of the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways, in the course of a 
recent address. “If only 50 per cent 
of the acreage of the Peace River dis- 
tricts were brought under cultivation” 
said Sir Henry, “more wheat would 
then be produced than is done at pre- 
sent by the whole of Canada. This 
country abounds in what the nations 
of the world want—poultry, sheep, 
cattle and grain. These are raised in 
abundance. The only lack is settlers. 
Here we have another great empire 
in the west awaiting development. and 
an empire which will be rich in pro- 
ductiveness in the time to come.” Sir 
Henry spoke in an optimistic tone of 
western Canada as he found it. 

“Some time ago IT made a_ predic: 
tion that the crop returns would be 
250,000,000 bushels,” he said. “Since 
then there have been rains, and as 
the result of these I believe the yield 
will be approximately — 300,000,000 
bushels. Of course, this figure is 
not to be as large as that of last year, 
but on the other hand, the farmers 
will get better prices. Personally, I 
found the farmers optimistic in a 
healthy way. Mixed farming is pro- 
ceeding rapidly, and this is a good 
sign, When one finds the great 
Peace River district awaiting devclop- 
ment; when one understands there is 
more coal in Alberta and British Col- 
umbia than there is in the United 
Siates, one cannot be but optimistic 
as to the future of Canada, I be- 
lieve the day will soon come when 
the people of the United States will 
depend largely, very Jargely, upon 
Canada for means of sustenance, Then 
our beef, poultry, dairy and agricul 
tural products will find their way to 
the markets of the United States to 
the enrichment of us.”

SIXTY TO SEVENTY 
PER CENT OF CROP 
HAS BEEN THRESHED 


Winnipeg, Oct. 13.—With threshing 
completely tied up on account of the 
heavy rains and snowfall covering a 
considerable territory in Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, harvesting operations 
were practically at a standstill the 
past week, according to the weekly 
crop report of the agricultural depart- 
ment of the Canadian Pacific Railway. 
Parts of western Saskatchewan and 
northern Alberta were able to get in 
one or two days work with the ma- 
chines but conditions were unfavor- 
able. Little or not sprouting has been 
reported to date but considerable 
tough grain may be expected. Har- 
vesters are discouraged on account of 
so much lost time and a considerable 
number have returned east. The 
farmers complain that in the major- 
ity of cases the men refuse to do 
other work while the grain is drying 
out. Very little fall plowing has been 
done. 

In Manitoba it will require several 
days of good drying weather to put 
the grain in shape for threshing. In 
numerous southern districts it is 
well advanced and in some completed, 
the general average for the province 
will not run more than fifty per cent 
completed, Farmers are beginning 
to get uneasy, anticipating consider- 
able bleached and toughed grain be- 
ing shipped. Cattle in Manitoba are 
doing well as pastures are exception- 
ally fresh and no killing frosts, 

In Saskatchewan from fifty-five to 
sixty per cent of threshing is done 
to date. Wheat is going more bushels 
to the acre than was expected and, 
up to the advent of the wet period, is 
of excellent quality. Moisture was 
badly needed in central and northern 
Saskatchewan and is welcomed in 
those districts for fall plowing. 

In Alberta threshing will not be 
general before the sixteenth, and in 
some districts even later. Sixty to 
seventy per cent of the crop has 
been threshed in southern and central 
portions of the province and_ thirty 
to forty per cent in the northern, 

On the I.D. & B.C. line, the wea- 
ther has been wet and cold and no 
threshing done since the last report. 
Work cannot be rsumed before the 
end of the present week. 

Weather in British Columbia the 
past week has been cool and cloudy 
with few local showers and some 
frosts on one or two nights which 
practically finished the unpicked  to- 
matoes in Kelowna and other dis- 
tricts of the Okanagan. Canneries 
have now about closed down on to- 
matoes and are canning apples and 
pumpkins. All fall apples are pick- 
ed, packed and shipped and the win- 
ter apple harvest is now in full swing. 
Prices on apples at present are con- 
sidered good.

Edinburgh 

Our first stay In Scotland was in 
the city of Edinburgh, which is an 
old historic city, and the capital of 
Scotland. It has been the theme of 
song and story for four hundred years 
and more. It is a beautiful eity, the 
streets having a beauty and simpli- 
city of style that is very pleasing. } 
The main thoroughfare is Princess 
street, and is said to be the finest 
street in the United Kingdom. On 
one side are the shops and on the 
other is a bank of the river Clyde, 
along which runs the Princess Street 
Gardens, one quaint feature being a 
bed laid out in the form of a clock 
which keeps perfect time. Among the 
Princess street ornaments the chief, 
probably, is the Walter Scott monu- 
ment, under a lofty and graceful 
Gothie canopy. The form of the great 
master of romance sits, book in hand, 
and his favorite dog, Maida, at his 
feet, and smiles benignly on the 
scene his fancy has aided in creating. 
From this spot one can look away 
across the bridge to high places which 
seem to say “this way to the stars”. 
Farther in the distance and higher 
still is Arthur Seat and Salisbury 
Crags, where Walter Scott used to 
take his solitary walks. During the 
morning ‘we passed the school where 
Walter Scott went as a boy and _ re- 
ceived most of his advanced educa- 
tion. 


We went to Edinburgh Castle, which 
was once an almost impregnable fort- 
ress, standing as it does perched on 
the summit of a rock 443 feet above 
sea level. There is but one entrance 
to the castle, and the castle is sur: 
rounded by a dry moat. This fort- 
ress is very old and was a strategic 
point long before the conquest of 
the Romans. Perhaps the most inter- 
esting things—interesting to us—hap- 
pened in the 16th and 17th centuries. 
Here James VI, son of Mary Queen of 
was born, and when but an 
infant, was lowered out of the win- 
dow of her bedroom, over 300 feet, 
in a basket, that he might be taken 
and christened in her faith. 

The Argyle Tower has its Portcullis 
Gate and State Prison. The dungeons 
here are as black as night. The Earl 
of Argyle was imprisoned here before 
his execution. 

St. Margaret's Chapel, a tiny stone 
chapel, with tiny stained glass win- 
dows, was Queen Margaret’s own cha- 
pel. 

The banquetting hall is large and 
spacious and no doubt has been the 
scene of many high revelries, It is 
now an armory. The regalia room 
contains the crown jewels of Scotland 
and also the old oaken chest in which 
they were hidden for years. 

One interesting feature at the top 
of the rock is “Mons Meg” a gun forg- 
ed at Mons, Belgium, in 1498, and 
nearby are to be seen some of the 
huge stone balls which were used as 
ammunition, Another is an old cage 
on the top of the wall, formerly used 
for beacon light fires. The last time 
this particular cage was used here 
was in 1804, at the time of the Napo- 
leonic invasion, A very short distance 
away is a time gun, fired automatie- 
ally every day by a clock which is 
regulated at Greenwich. 

On the top of the rock in ldin- 
burgh Castle is now being erected the 
national memorial to the sons of Old 
Scotland, who gave their lives in the 
great war, 

After leaving the castle we proceed- 
ed along High St. towards Holyrood 
Palace, High St, from whose windows 
now flaunt the family washings, was 
once a very aristocratic street. It 
was here that gentlemen lived, and 
from the names over the covered 
Which frequently appear, one 
can get an idea who lived there. The 
home of John Knox is still standing 
and in good repair, It is a pictur- 
esque old building with gabled win- 
dows. Stopping at Holyrood Palace, 
from Holy Rude, or Cross, we entered 
the iron gates and stood for a moment 
adiniring the stately towers of. this 
fine old historic building. The  pal- 
nee suffered at the hands of enemies 
many times and witnessed stirring 
history. Of the chapel, little remains, 
und even the graves were robbed of 
their dead, so that there is only a 
confused idea of what it was like ori- 
ginally. 

The Wine James Tower, the oldest 
portion of Holyrood Palace, is the on- 
ly original portion still standing: al- 
most intaet, In the court yard sur 
rounded by the ruins of the old) walls 
one may see the graves of members 
Mackay families. 
The latter we were told was a Maekay

The ball room used by Prince Char- 
lie, and where he held the gathering 
of the clans, is still in good condition, 
Dut is now filled with paintings of a 
long line of  Seottish kings, mostly 
mythical, 

We went through Lord Darnley’s 
apartinents, saw the staircase built 
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in the wall leading up to Queen Mary's 
rooms, saw her tiny supping room, 
where she and her maids sat doing 
needlework and listening to her favor- 
ite servant, Rizzio, as he played sweet 
music to her. We could picture the 
scene very vividly, how the jealous 
Lord Darnley and the other conspira- 
tors burst in and stabbed Rizzio be- 
fore her very eyes, then dragged him 
into the outer chamber, where_he 
was stabbed many times and left up- 
on the threshold. Queen Mary al- 
ways resented this act and never af- 
ter felt secure in Holyrood. That fs 
why she went to Edinburgh Castle 
and her son Edward VI was born 
there. In her bedroom at Holyrood, 
some very precious relics are still 
preserved—her bed, her needlework 
basket, and tray, a mirror, and some 
fine portraits, one of which is Darn- 
ley, When the King and Queen visit 
Scotland, they stay at Holyrood, 
They also attend the established 
church of Scotland, which is Presby- 
terian. 

The Assembly is held in the beau- 
tiful grounds and James Brown re- 
presents the King as High Commis- 
sioner on that occasion and occupies 
the same suite of rooms which royalty 
occupy. It is interesting to note that

It is of chiet interest 
commercially for the vast amount. of 
freight and passenger traffic handled 
at its immense docks, and because it 
is the chief ship-building city of the 
United Wingdom, though at the time 
we were there most of the shipyards 
Mong the Clyde were standing idle.

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The Story of 
A. Car of Oats 


The early pioneers of what is now jjuual individual 


the great wheat producing districts 
of Saskatchewan, as well as_ those 
who are now pioneering it in large 


areas where the Senate of Canada, 'lieves in advertising. 


under the Conservative leadership of 
Senator Lougheed, had. said — that 
branch line railways shall not be built, 
will fully appreciate the story of a car 
of oats, as related by the Vancouver 
Sun. The oats were-put on the mar- 
ket last spring .at 36%4 cents, the 
gross payment being $780.64. How- 
ever, freight bills amounted to $314- 
.84,. Elevator charges, commission, 
inspection, etc., came to $43.50 so that 
the net amount the. farmer received 
was $422.30, The grain was sold to 
the United Grain Growers, and these 
incidental charges may be presumed 
to be at a minimum. The Vancouver 
Sun, which published the facsimile of 
the return bill, consulted a man who 
has made a study of the costs of 
prairie farming in order to get an esti- 
mate of how the grower actually 
came out on the deal, The authority 
figured that the oats came from about 
43 acres, and the costs are given: 
seed, $54; plowing $56; harrowing, 
$24; drilling, $16; binding, $21; twine 
$16.20; stooking, $10; threshing $215; 
and hauling, $107.75, a total of $519- 
95. This makes the farmer's deficit 
$97.65. Items not included in the 
costs were: hail insurance, value and 
depreciation on machinery, horses and 
buildings, interest on investment, and 
taxes. 

The story recalls to mind an older 
story of a car of oats. When the Koo- 
tenay was first opened up oats were 
in great demand and at a good price. 
At Edmonton the farmers had oats to 
burn as fuel and the price was very 
low. An enterprising group of farm- 
ers thought-it would be good business 
to ship oats to the Kootenay and 
procéeded to ascertain the freight 
rate. There was no freight rate for 
oats on the freight tariffs issued. 
When a freight rate was secured it 
was found that the traffic department 
of the railways had ascertained the 
price of oats at Edmonton and the 
price in the Kootenay, and the freight 
rate declared was the difference be- 
tween the two prices, which was just 
a little more than the traffic could 
bear. 

But the Peace River car of oats, 
however, one may differ with the es- 
timate of production costs, demon- 
strates that successful farming cannot 
be carried on today without adequate 
railway service, and that at the low- 
est possible freight rates. The Peace 
River needs easy access to Vancouver 
just as Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
must have access to Liverpool via the 
short Hudson’s Bay route if we are 
ever to prosper as we ought.—Regina 
Leader.

the new arrival shows us that the T. 
Eaton Co. has paid twenty cents for 


mailing charges. 
cents, which is a conservative value 


of the bare catalogue at point of mail-

post office we learn that the mail or- 
der house has expended over $1,200.00 
as a first step toward bringing its 
goods to the attention of Hanna buy- 
ers, ! 

“In short this single mail order 
house has seen fit to invest $1200 in 
advertising at this one point on the 
chance that Hanna buyers will pur- 
chase sufficient goods throughout the 
six months’ season to justify the ex- 
penditure. The success of said con- 
cern seems to prove that its judg- 
ment is sound. The investment does 
pay. : : 

“Thus we see that one mail order 
house invests eighty cents through its 
catalogue in every prospective pur- 
chaser in our district, As two cata- 
logues are issued each year, the an- 
investment will a- 
mount to $1.60, or a total sum of 
$2400.00 for this one post office of 
Hanna, Yes, the mail order house be- 
And no one 
can dispute its, success. 

“This concern is located a thousand 


miles away, and yet it sees wisdom 


in spending around two dollars a year 
on every prospect in our district 
through advertising. 

“How many of our merchants; lo- 
cated at the buyers’ very door ready 
to give instant service, spend any- 
thing like this amount in advertising? 
How many of our local merchants 
spend an average of ONE dollar per 
year per prospective customer in ad- 
vertising? And yet the local mer- 
chant has every advantage over the 
mail order house if he would only, 
wake up to that fact! 

“If the mail order concerns stopped 
advertising, their doom would be 
sealed. They realize that fact and 
are as a result spending more for 
legitimate advertising each year. They 
know their sales depend upon adver- 
tising. Unfortunately, many retailers 
throughout our towns and cities have 
not yet learned that constant judi- 
cious advertising is their only weapon 
against foreign competition and as a 
result these retailers are seeing mail 
order shipments coming through in 
increasing numbers. 

“Only by persistent use of local 
newspaper space, quoting prices in 
plain bold type, backed up by honest 
values, can the local merchant hope 
to: survive in this fight with the big 
city concerns who have learned from 
experience that—'It Pays to Adver- 
tise’,”

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A BIG INCREASE IN 
RUTTER PRODUCTION 


Nearly 25 per cent increase is ex- 
pected to be recorded this year in 
the production of Alberta creamery 
butter over the production of 1923. 
The production last season was 17,- 
750,000 pounds and this year should 
be approximately 22,000,000 pounds. 
An increase of over 40 per cent has 
already been shown in the creamery 
butter graded by the government grad- 
ing system in the seven months to the 
end of July. The total amount grad- 
ed by the service last year was 2,614,- 
710 pounds during the seven months 
referred to, while the amount for the 
same period this year has been 6,- 
896,234. Continued improvement in 
the quality of cream and butter as a 
result of the official grading system 
is shown. During the seven months 
there has been a total of 8,940,975 
pounds of cream graded by the gov- 
ernment graders, an increase of 20.1 
per cent over the amount of the same 
period last year. Of the amount grad- 
ed this year, the “special” grade has 
shown an increase from 40.9 per cent 
o 45.9 per cent and the percentage | 
of “firsts” has grown from 36.7 toj 
39.9, while the lower grades have been | 
reduced from 17.9 per cent to 10.1 per 
cent. The same improvement is 
shown in the butter grading, where 
the “firsts” have increased from 62.6 
to 67.8 per cent of the total amount 
graded, while the lower “second”! 
grade has been reduced from 15.7 to 
11.7 per cent.
